Each of the 
new dirigibles is bulkier than an ocean | 
liner, The metal skeleton is covered 
with cotton fabric, which has been 
treated with aluminum paint. Each 
has cost millions of dollars to con- 
struct. When completed the two air- 
ships, each on its own route, will in- 
augurate a line of commercial air 
travel across the Atlantic. The R-100 
expects to make a direct crossing from 
Cardington, England, to New York, 
and the Graf Zeppelin from Friedrichs- 
hafen to the Azores and then to New 
York. : 

The dimensions and carrying capa- 
cities of the two airships are equally 
astounding. The R-100 is 709 feet 
long, practically e seventh pf a mile, 
the Zeppelin is 770 feet long and 116 
feet high. Both ships are about half 
again as large as the American dirig- 
ible, the Los Angeles. 

These bare figures, however, tell 
only the outline of the story. Imagine 
an airship comprising three decks, the 
two upper decks for the passengers 
and the lower for the crew. Imagine 
a dining room capable of holding fifty 
persons, floor on which the entire pas- 


senger list can dance, promenade 
= decks, comfortable cabins, all in an 
airship. % 


Each airship is capable of carrying 
& passenger list of 100 and.a crew of 
forty, but the Germans plan to carry 
only twenty passengers and concen- 
trate on mail and valuable cargo.

Early symptoms are a ravenous apye- 
tité, excessive thirst, and later food 
may be entirely refused.

The Farm Dog.—-Dogs are more 
frequently infested with tapeworm 
than any other farm animal.

Mature dogs may harbor many tape 
worms without receiving apparent tu- 
jury. Young dogs are much more 
susceptible, and if showing the fol- 
lowing symptoms you should be sua- 
picious of the presence Of tapeworm. 
The symptoms are those of gastro in- 
testinal catarrh, hungry at times, and 
at times refusing food, pendulous 
abdomen, retarded development, ema~ 
ciation, and restlessness. Convulsions 
sometimes occur.

The next point to consider Is the 
age at which the dog should be pur- 
chased, _Most people will admit that 
the ways of the very young puppy are 
irresistible, notwithstanding that the 
best age at which a dog should be ac- 
quired is between seven and twelve 
months. If a pup is reared to -thia 
age, it should, barring accidents, have 
reached maturity, leaving its puppy 
ailments behind it. 

By far the most common ailment is 
distemper, which, probably, accounts 
for the death of more dogs than any 
three other diseases put together. 

It isnot advisable to buy a dog more 
than ‘twelve montis old, for a boy's 
pet. After this age dogs become fixed 
in their habits, and, as a rule, do not 
take too kindly to changes in thelr 
environment. The average age to 
which a dog lives varies. 

However, “the allotted span” for 
canines would seem to be about twelve 
| or thirteen years. Terriers, as a rule, 
| live for more than this period. The 
‘PO. | miniature breeds very. Pug dogs, 
jon jafter ten years of age, are very often 
a burden to themselves and others, 
while the large breeds of dogs are not 
usually long-lived. A dog’s life varies 
according to the existence it has led. 
Just as with human beings, if a dog 
leads a healthy, hard life, it has,a 
much better chance of living to be a 
ripe old age than if it has sauntered 
through an easy existence, feeding 
freely on the fat of the land. 

In regard to feeding, many people 
| are ignorant as to. the correct diet for 
a dog. They think that if they give a 
liberal quantity of meat it is Hable to 
contract mange at any time. This is 
a mistaken theory, as the dcg is a

But he did not 
accept this as meaning Allenby would 
not be useful elsewhere. Operations 
in Palestine had come to a standstill. 
The Turks had stopped Murray at 
Gaza. Open warfare was the order of 
the day there, and the Allies needed 
Allenby’s type in that theatre of oper- 
ations. The following June the Brit- 
ish Army orders revealed that Gen- 
eral Edmund Henry Hyman Allenby 
was being transferred to command the 

Expeditionary Force. Set- 
ting his teeth, Allenby entered upon 
perhaps the most appealing period of 
his career,’ his comeback. 

Allenby formed an early Hasion 
with the famous Lawrence. For lack 
of money and supplies Lawrence was 
having difficulty in holding together 
the Arabs under Peical, whom he had 

ed to take the field against 
the Turks. It was a picturesque 
meeting. The new Commander-in- 
Chief at first did not know how to 
take this former Oxfordan now gotten 
up as an Arab. It énded up with Al- 
lenby giving Lawrence what he asked 
tor —a few thousand pounds in gold 
to pay wage-arrears of the Arabs and 
the suppoi: of the Red Sea Fleet. 

Allenby’s immediate objective in 
campaign was Jerusalem, seat of the 
Christian faith. To get into Palestine 
Allenby could take two routes, except 
that now they were held by

Turks before him, Allenby used the 
same route and followed the same 
plans once adopted by Napoleon, and 
Jaffa fell next, fourteen days later. 

The retreating Turks divided. One 
column made tor a*rugged pass fifteen 
miles distant.

If they reached Jeru- 
salem through it, they could probably 


delay the latter's capture indefinitely. |- 


Against all the rules and without sup- 
port, Allenby took 4 chance and rush- 
ed his cavalry. across the Plain of 
Sharon ahead of the Turks and cut 
off the pass. Enver Pasha and von 
Falkenhayn turned and took to flight 
in the other direction. Dfjemal Pasha, 
coming up from Damascus with rein- 
forcements to take command, was held 
up by Lawrertce, the train-wrecker. 
Jerusalem was surrendered on Dec. 
9, 1917. Two days later Allenby, pre- 
ceded by the customary aids, entered 
the Holy City on foot through the old 
Jaffa Gate. A thick oaken, brass- 
studded door, long disused, thrown 
open for him, has never since been 
closed—a fit, symbol of the new toler- 
ance ‘and freedom which Allenby has 
brought to the Holy Land as a whole. 
Brilliant as was Allenby’s attain- 
ment of his objective, it was but the 
preliminary for his greater success in 
the victory of Megiddo, the Arma- 
geddon of the Bible, bearing still a 
third name, the Plain of Esdraelon. 
This victory put Turkey out of the 
Holy Land—and out of the war.

Poor Australia’s 
“Blight” of Strikes 


A new state of chaos in the miajor- 
ity of Australian ports, brought about 
by another dock strike, called wide- 
spread attention to the frequent out- 
break of labor troubles in Australia, 
which are said to present a serious 
political problem for the Common- 
wealth Government. In the second 
week of the latest strike, It is report- 
ed, grave losses had been suffered 


| both by shipowners and exporters, be- 


cause it came at a time of seasonal 
activity in the shipment of wool, but- 
ter. and many goods of a perishable 
nature. Declaring bimself in a sharp 
anti-union tone in the London Daily 
Mail and Australian, G. C. Dixon, re 
marks pessimistically that if twenty- 
five Australians were stranded on a 
desert island, he believes that within 
a week twenty-four of them would be 
engaged in a cricket match and the 
twenty-fifth would be busy persuading 
the umpires to go on strike, This in- 
formant goes on to say: 

“Strikes in my native land have 
become a business, a sport, and a 
blight. The great struggle now in 
progress in the shipping industry has 
not an element of novelty. It is one 
of an interminable series that have 
cost the workers $35,000,000 in six 
yearg; it is merely a new phase of 
an endless war waged by labor on 
capital. 

“In no other country in the world 
is labor so highly organized, both 
as regards individual trade-unions and 
the linking up of one trade-union with 
another. Twenty or thirty years ago 
the unions functioned mainly in the 
towns. I remember when an agitator 
who ventured near a sheep station was 
Hable to be chased by dogs. 

“Today there. is not a shearing 
shed, from the' mountains of Tas- 
mania to the Gulf of Carpentaria, 
which does not take its ordgrs from 
the delegates of the Australian Work- 
ers’ Union. A whole continent lies 
helpless—or at least supine—in the 
trade-union web. Ships gail, trains 
run, factories hum, sheep are shorn, | 
theatres entertain, lamps shine, ovens | 
cook, taps run only at the whim of; 
labor. :

A poor little Tas- 
mania, isolated year after year 
through strikes while fruit crops rot- 
ted where they lay, has been forced to 
go on a Federal dole. 

“How long can the Great Strike 
Game go on? Mr, Bruce (Australia’s 
Prime Minister) says it must stop 
and has passed a law inflicting a fine 
of $56,000 on any employer or union 
responsible for a lockout or strike. 
But Mr.

“In 1919 the miners of Broken Hill} 
went on strike, and for two years the | 
world was treated to the astonishing 
spectacle of a whole town which idled | 
yet did not starve. The shops throve; | 
people flocked ‘to the cinemas; the | 
hotels remained open; sports went on; 
bank deposits fell only 15 per ¢ent. 
‘The explanation was that from one 
end of Australia to the other, workers 
were contributing ‘o the miners’ #up- 
port; a whole town was on a5 unof- 
ficial dole.

Other 
units of decoration he has been able to 
trace to the’ Ashanti and Benin people. 
The wooden combs, with their grace- 
fully pierced ornamental work, are an 
almost unaltered remnant of African 
origin, as they are being made and 
‘sed today by the negro tribes in the 
northern part of the Ivory Coast Col- 
ony and other regions of Africa as 
well. 

“Specimens of these combs taken 
from many parts of Africa may~ be 
found in the collection displayed at 
the American Museum, but, curiously, 
they are not as delicately wrought nor 
as symmetrically carved as are those 
made by the Djuka artist in the South 
American jungle, 4,000 miles and 200 
years away from his fatherland.

There is one curious and striking 
exception to the rule that the Djuka 
decorates every object that he uses. 
The two gods in the collection of the 
scientists consist of a single piece of 
hardwood, about three feet high, with 
two seeds for eyes in a crudely carved 
face. A charm of ordinary grass, the 
significance of which the expedition 
could not learn from the natives, is 
hung around the neck. Each village 
has its own separate god, and there 
are a number of minor deities such as 
the alligator, the silk-cotton tree and 
the boa constrictor. 

The Djukas allow their dead to re- 
main for days in the tropical heat 
before burial. They do their best, 
often, to alleviate the suffering of the 
living. Their priests and witch doc- 
tors have a concoction highly prized 
as a cure for snake-bite. It consists 
of the roasted head and tail of a veno- 
mous snake, and is believed to have 
the power to turn poisonous reptiles 
from one’s path. 


_ HE MEDICINE CITY. 

Buried in the thickest part of the 
jungles is the sacred medicine city of 
Dahomey far up the Surinam River. 
White men are not permitted to enter 
this domain, for it is thought that the 
god who watches over it would be 
deeply offended by their presence. To 
this sacred place the seriously ill are 
brought from nearby villages and 
ministered to by special witch doctors. 

There is little docbt in the minds of 
the members fo the expedition that 
the origin of the Djukas is wholly 
African. “Experienced ethnologists 
who have made.a special study of 
negro art have arrived at the conclu- 
sion that this art work (that of the 
Djukas) and the motif displayed, 
though now modified in some degree, 
is very probably a survival-of the

| Cockshutt Plow Expands In Scope. 
Owing to the fact that Cockshutt 
Plow Company has signed a contract 
to market Allis-Chalmers Co.'s trac- 
tors in Canada, and to the fact that 
this latter company has decided to 
enter the tractor business, which will 
invelye sales of about $6,000,000 In 
' 1928, or one-fifth of the total business, 
it is thought that this expansion will 
be reflected in the activities of 
Cockshutt Plow. As American com- 
panies this year have found their 
most lucrative fleld for tractors this 
year fn the Canadian West, and the 
tractor business itself has proved one 
of the most profitable lines handled 
by farm imPlement companies, this is 
a developmeht of major importance to 
Cockshutt, and estimates are that 
sales of the tractor will increase the 
company’s turnover by from $2,000,000 
to $3,000,000 a year, with corre- 
sponding increase in net profits. 
Tractors enter Canada duty free, and 
Cockshutt's sales offices will handle 
the tractors on the same basis, as 
though they had been manufactu 
in Canada. It has been an expandihg 
and profitable line for Allis-Chalmers. 
Cockshutt is building several new 
warehouses in Western Canada to 
take care of its increasing business. 
It is also having better business in 
the east, and not alone from the farm 
community. General Motors and Ford 
have proved good customers for the 
department which manufactures motor 
truck bodies, 


Unscrupulous Tactics In Buying and 
Selling Mine Shares 


That there have been unscrupulous 
tactics used on the part of certain 
traders, with a view to breaking the 
market on various listed - mining 
stocks , has been brought to the at- 
tention of the Financial News Bureau. 

One house received a gall, to all ap- 
pearances from a responsible trader, 
to sell a block of 4,260 shares of Teck- 
Hughes at the market. This order, 
when executed, broke the stock badly. 
Later, the man absolutely repudiated 
the order and a trail on the long-dis- 
tance call found it to have come from 
a “pay” station. i 

Similar instances have been cited. 
Fictitious buying orders on a certain 
low-priced producer, in the names of 
various doctors and professional men 
recently moved this stock up sharply. 
As a result of these tactics, brokerage 
houses are checking th‘: orders very 
closely.

‘Britain to Mount Largest 
- Weapons in World at 


a, a 


Singapore. — Three eighteen-inch 
guns, ‘on the way here from Eng- 
land, will make this great British 
naval base in the Pacific Ocean one of 
the most heavily fortified spits in the 
world. ; 

These gigantic weapons, which are 
about sixty feet long, weigh nearly 
160 tons each and fire projectiles 
which weigh 3,383 pounds, are the big- 
gest guns in existence. Their immense 
range and destructive power will be 
able to keep any warship now afloat 
at a respectable distance. There is 
\no battleship in the world with guns 
of more than 16-inch calibre. 

The guns, which are being shipped 
here by ordinary cargo steamer, were 


constructed experimentally during the | 
One of the guns was. 


World War. 
mounted on the 19,000-ton cruiser 
Furious, one of the warships designed 
by Lord Fisher for his projected 
naval campaign in the Baltic Sea. 
Originally, the Furious was to aarry 
two of these guns, mounted fore and 
aft, but an airplane deck was con- 
structed in place ot the forward tur- 
ret. 

When the ship was completed and 
the aft gun was fired a few times the 
concussion was found to have been so 


great that it had badly damaged the 


ship. Tho British Admiralty then de- 
cided to mount the guns on the moni- 
tors Lord Clive, General Wolfe and 
Prince Eugene for ifse in bombarding 
the German positions on the Belgian 
coast. The war ended, however, be- 
fore they could be thus employed. 

The moniturs were thereupon dis- 
carded, and the War Office still had 
the monsters on its hands. Only re- 
cently did the British naval author- 
ities decide to use them for the de- 
fence of Singapore. As the guns have 


seldom been fired, there still exists a! 
large reserve of ammunition on hand; 


for them. 
Also on the way here is the largest 
floating dry dock in the world, large

In the twelve months ended 
July last 15,478,035 pounds of canned 
vegetables, worth $1,099,042, were ex- 
ported, as compared with 10,666,990) . 
pounds, worth $769,264, in the previous |: 
corresponding period. However, the 
import of canned vegetables is at the 
same time increasing, figures. for 
the same period showing 16,308,847 
pounds, worth $1,466,166, entering the 
country, against 16,337,774 pounds, 
worth $1,319,768, the year before. 
Many of thése, for instance tomatoes, 
peas and corn, could be produced 
equally well in Canada. 

“tt has been pointed out by authort- 
tles that an expansion of the vege- 
table-growing industry on the Pacific 
Coast of British Columbia, which can 
successfully produce the year round, 
could eliminate the necessity of a 
good deal of importing by other parts 
of Canada. Experiments have been 
made in shipping green vegetables 
from Vancouver to points as far east 
as Toronto and Montreal, though their 
effect has not been noticed In import 
trade figures. Arrangements are an- 
‘|mounced for an improvement in the 

marketing of British Columbia apples 
from coast to coast through the estab- 
lishment of facilities at all chief ectn- 
tres, to which supplies will go dally.

The dedication services were held | 
on Sunday and a large number turn- | 
ed out in the damp and cold to wit- | 
negs the ceremony. The ground on, 
which the memorial stands was do- 
nated to the villagé by the late Mr. 
and Mrs. T. H. Thompson and family, 
to be used as a park: The Prince Ed- 
ward Regimental Band was in attend- 
ance and they led the procession 
consisting of choirs of all the churches 
in Madipe, high school cadets de.{¢nd 
ants, returned men and officers. Major 
G. Yates, M. C. was officer in charge 
and he formed his men in a square 
about the monument. On the base of 
the monument four returned men were 
placed, armed and wearing full war 
equipment. 

Mrs. Jumeliy, president of the 
Women’s Institute, gave the opening 
address, welcoming all those who came 
to honor Madoc’s glorious dead. The 
dream of the ladies of the Institute 
has been realized and we hope it will 
serve to keep alive the memory of 
those men, in the heart of those com-~- 
ing after,” she said.

Capt. Rev, Father J. V. Meagher, 
the second speaker, said that although 
not in the actual fighting lines he 
had probably a better opportunity to 
judge his men from his stand as 
ChapleintHe said all glory and honor 
should be given to those who died 
Their sacrifice is not to be overlooked 
and the finest memorial is. not too 
good for them, but let us. not forget 
those who went over, suffering hard- 
ships and privations and possibly loss 
of limb if not of life and who came 
home. Father Meagher said he knew 
because he had heard many returned 
men say, that they feared they had 
come home to a world whose gratitude 
died with the signing of the armistice. 
It is a deplorable state of affairs if 
thése men are made to feel this way, 
when they gave up all they had and 
sufferey the same tortures and hor- 
rors as our glorious dead but were not 
called upon to make the ee 
sacrifice. 

Col H. J. Smith spoke about Mem- 
orials and what they should mean to 
us: A little cross roads church or a 
fine Cathedral are alike in that they 
are erected by grateful hearts to the 
pirit which inspired them. So our 
monument is not so much a memorial 
to the boys individually as much 4s 
to the spirit which carried them 
from their homes and families to the 
horrors of war. Let us hope that this 
spirit continues through all time ‘as 
the people of Madoc look upon the 
names engraved on this tablet and re- 
member their sacrifice.

This year the Canadian Pacific en- 
gineers at Toronto have been faced 
with’ the problem of entirely replac- 
ing a thirteen span bridge over the 
Don Valley without interfering with 
trafic. The accomplishment of this 
feat, it ia said, will go down in en- 
gineering history as being a note- 
worthy contribution to the science of 
bridge building.

border who are mainly responsible for 
the seizure and sale of these defence- 
less Berta.”
